Post-election options and the ‘doomsday’ option 


T hey’re off! The 11-week 

federal election campaign, 
the longest since the 
horse-and-buggy era of 1872, has 

As political parties introduce 
their economic plans, and 
get leaders in front of crowds 
and cameras, other things are 
going on behind-the-scenes. 

In particular, strategists are 
mapping out possible post¬ 
election scenarios. 

Yes, it’s early. A lot can happen, 
and will happen, during the 
campaign. Voters are fickle, and 
polls will change. 

As things stand, most polls are 
showing a three-way political 
horse race. Nanos Research last 
week had the Tories at 31.5%, NDP 
at 30.1% and Liberals at 29.3%. 

For the Tories, this could be 
disastrous. They have no political 
allies in Parliament. Meanwhile, 
the opposition parties are ready 
to throw Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper out of office. 

There are some positive post¬ 
election scenarios. 

A Tory majority government 
would be optimal, and give 
the PM four more years in 
power. Alas, the chances of this 
happening for either the Tories, 
or opposition parties, is slim to 
none. Unless things dramatically 
change, it won’t happen. 

A strong Tory minority 
government isn’t desirable, but 


it’s salvageable. The opposition 
parties wouldn’t be able to pull 
the trigger so quickly, as the 
strategy could easily backfire 
and cost them electorally. While 
it would take some effort and 
co-operation, political stability 
could be accomplished. 

What about a narrow-to- 
moderately sized Tory minority 
government? It would be similar 
to the 2006 election, when the 
party won 124 of 308 seats. 

That, my friends, is what I like 
to call the "doomsday scenario.” 

Harper successfully led two 
governments in a minority 
situation. The Liberals and NDP 
are aware of this, and aren’t going 
to give him a third chance at glory. 
The Tories would be politically 
dead in the water, and a Liberal- 
NDP coalition government is a 
more likely result. 

That being said, there’s a 
losing scenario where the Tories 
could actually be in the driver’s 
seat. If the NDP win a minority 
government (of any sort), and 
the Tories finish second, this 
could work to their strategic 
advantage. 

You see, the Liberals may 
dislike the Tories more than 
the NDP. Yet, any sort of 
co-operation with the NDP — 
with the Liberals serving as a 
minority partner — destroys the 
party’s raison d’etre. 

Giving the NDP legitimacy is 


exactly what the Liberals don’t 
want to do. It could potentially 
lead to the two-party scenario 
that Harper (and others) long 
envisioned. 

Plus, there are right-leaning 
business Liberals who don’t 
want to work with the NDP, 
period. 

If this scenario came to pass, 
the Liberals would have to 
choose between the devil they 
know vs. the devil that could kill 
them off. 

Put yourself in their shoes. 
What would you do? 

Intriguingly, former Liberal 
leader Michael Ignatieff alluded 
to this possibility during the 2011 
election. If Harper “wins the 
most seats,” he said, and "forms a 
government but does not secure 
the confidence of the House 
... then it goes to the Governor 
General.” 

If the Governor General “wants 
to call on other parties — myself 
for example — to try to form a 
government, then we try to form 
a government.” 

Tme. Yet, he was treated with 
scorn by Harper for suggesting an 
“illegitimate” method to create a 
"reckless Ignatieff-led coalition” 
with the second-place party. 

This strategy could ironically 
end up saving Tory hides. It’s not 
the best scenario, but it's better 
than the "doomsday scenario.”

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Erie Beach is a place of historical significance

E rie Beach, that quiet 
waterfront park that 
looks out over the 
calm waters of the lake, 
has seen a revival of inter¬ 
est generated by the writ¬ 
ings of local authors Earl 
Plato and June Chipp. 

If not for the probing of 
these historically minded 
people and members of 
the Heritage Arts Legacy 
of Fort Erie, we would not 
be aware of the impor¬ 
tance of this area, not 
only as a former recrea¬ 
tional site, but also as a 
venue for meetings that 
changed the course of 
local and North American 
history. 

As a recreational area, 
with its dance hall and 
casino, stadium, zoo and 
amusement park, it was 
one of the largest attrac¬ 
tions for people on both 
sides of the border. All 
was lost in 1929 to the 


tentacles of the Great 
Depression, when it fell 
into disuse and gradually 
crumbled to the ravages 
of time. Some remnants 
of the past are still evi¬ 
dent as these writers have 
pointed out. 

During its heyday it 
became a meeting place, 
a conference centre, for 
people with a cause, a 
place of sanctuary where 
discussions of our future 
could be held without 
fear of censure. 

So it was for the mem¬ 
bers of the Niagara Move¬ 
ment, spearheaded by a 
Buffalo group headed by 
W.E.B. DuBois, when 
they met here in 1905 to 
discuss civil rights for 
African-Americans. That 
meeting led to the forma¬ 
tion of the NAACP 
(National Association for 
the Advancement of Col¬ 
oured people). The civil 
rights movement started 
right here in Fort Erie. 

Another meeting in the 


patchwork of our past has 
had little recognition. 

It was an important 
gathering held in Erie 
Beach Grove on July 
30,1913, attended by dig¬ 
nitaries from both side of 
the border to celebrate 
100 years of peace 
between the two coun¬ 
tries since the end of the 
War of 1812. It was con¬ 
sidered to be the world’s 
first peace celebration 
between two nations. The 
Union Jack and 'Old 
Glory’ united as both 
sides declared a holiday. 
Boy Sscouts from both 
countries crossed flags in 
front of the speakers plat¬ 
form as a sign of unity 
and friendship. It was 
estimated that more than 
45,000 people attended 
the celebration. 

A number of dignitaries 
from both countries 
addressed the gathering. 
Sir John M. Gibson, lieu¬ 
tenant-governor of 
Ontario was in 


attendance as was Gov. 
Sulzer of New York State. 
The Hon. W. L. Macken¬ 
zie King represented 
Ottawa. Others on the 
program were Hon. 
Rodolphe Lemieux, for¬ 
mer postmaster general 
of Canada; Dr. J. Macdon¬ 
ald, a peace advocate and 
editor of the Globe and 
Mail; John A. Stewart, 
chairman of the National 
Peace Conference; Even 
E. Fraser, MPP for Nia¬ 
gara Falls, and H.A. Mel- 
drum, president of the 
Buffalo Chamber of 
Commerce. 

It was the heartfelt 
speech of T. Kennard 
Thompson of New York 
who gave an impassioned 
presentation that pro¬ 
posed a permanent 
memorial that would 
bind the two nation 
together in friendship. 
The idea of a bridge to 
span the Niagara River 
had been in the minds of 
many before the 


conference was 
announced. The expecta¬ 
tion of such a memorial 
was already planted in 
the minds of the 
delegates. 

Thompson said, "There 
are four requirements for 
the proposed Peace 
Memorial Bridge to con¬ 
nect Buffalo and Fort 
Erie. First, it must be a 
thing of beauty, second it 
must be built to last for¬ 
ever, third, it must carry 
any load which may be 
placed on it, and fourth, 
we have got to have it.” 

He was the designer of 
the proposed structure. 
His plea was heeded. If 
we look at the Peace 
Bridge today we can see 
that his four priorities 
became a reality. The del¬ 
egates were in frill sup¬ 
port of the project. The 
wheels were put in 
motion. 

This was more than a 
series of speeches. It was 
a great celebration that 


included a balloon 
ascension, a high-wire 
act, a hydro-aeroplane 
flight, a grand parade 
that included the band of 
the 91st Regiment, Cana¬ 
dian Highlanders of 
Hamilton and the 74th 
Regiment Band of Buf¬ 
falo. The grand parade 
ended in front of the sta¬ 
dium. All this was fol¬ 
lowed by a display of fire¬ 
works and dancing in 
the casino. 

So this is how our Peace 
Bridge came into exist-

The winter of 1929 was as rare as 
it was idyllic for Roy Nottingham. 

For several months, his family 
was together on the farm. His older 
brother Donald, a Great War vet¬ 
eran who was often away from 
home to work, was back in the fold. 

“I remember we spent a lot of 
time playing with one of those crys¬ 
tal radios they used to have,” Not¬ 
tingham said. 

Donald was home to heal. Both 
of his legs had been broken in an 
accident on the Welland Canal 
construction site. He had been 
working on farms in Alberta, but 
when the harvest was over he took 
a job on the crews building the 

The work was dangerous. Rou¬ 
tinely, workers were killed, but the 
job paid well. 

So when he could walk, Donald 
was determined leave the farm two 
hours north of Niagara to return to 
work on the canal. 

"My father sternly warned him 
not to go back,” Nottingham said. 

“But in 1929, sometimes you had 
to travel to get a good job.” 

Not long after Donald left for 
Niagara, Nottingham’s parents 
received a phone call. It was about

Senior cyclist 
struck 

A 77-year-old female cyclist suf¬ 
fered life threatening injuries 
after being involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a vehicle last Thurs¬ 
day evening on Point Abino Rd. 
north of Gilmore Rd. in Fort Erie. 
Niagara Regional Police report 
the collision took place at 
about 6 p.m. It remains under 
investigation by detectives of 
the collision reconstruction 
and forensic services units. 

Police said the cyclist was rid¬ 
ing her COM bicycle north¬ 
bound when she attempted to 
turn left and crossed into the 
path of a northbound 1999 
Chevrolet van. The vehicle was 
being driven by a 60-year-old 
male from St. Catharines. 

The bicycle and the van col¬ 
lided and ended up in the ditch 
on the west side of the roadway. 

The cyclist was transported 
to Erie County Medical Center 
in Buffalo, N.Y., where she 
was last listed by police as 
being in critical condition. 

The van driver and a passen¬ 
ger did not suffer any injuries. 


6 p.m. Nottingham doesn’t remem¬ 
ber much about that day, but he 
can clearly recall the feeling of 
dread and shock that gripped his 
family. 

Having survived the trenches of 
Europe, Donald Nottingham died 
in a workplace accident building 
the canal. 

“It's ironic. He was the first 
(child) of the family, and I’m the 
last," said Nottingham, now 100 
years old and living near Simcoe. 

His brother Donald was one of 
the 137 men who died building the 
Welland Canal. 

Now more than 80 years after the 
federal government promised a 
memorial in their honour, plans to 

underway. 

“It’s a nice surprise after 86 
years," said Nottingham, who was 

the fallen workers on hand last 
Thursday at a news conference 
near the St. Catharines Museum at 
Lock 3, where the memorial will be 
built. 

The $450,000 monument 
designed by architect Dereck Rev- 
ington will feature a large, black 
steel monolith with a quote from 
then-federal minister of railways 
and canals Robert lames Manion. 

“Peace has its heroes as well as 
war, and in a construction job of 
this magnitude, with its daily risk 
and hazard, the sacrifice of human 
life seems to be unavoidable,” Man- 
ion said at the opening of the canal 
in 1932. 

“In due course we shall see that 
the names of these workmen are 
suitably preserved and made an 
enduring portion of the great struc¬ 
ture that rises not only as a monu¬ 
ment to their effort and their lives, 
but to the efforts of the thousands 


helpers whose unremitting toil, 
often in the face of difficulty and 
discouragement, made possible 
the triumph of the present hour.” 

At the other end of the memorial 
site, just north of the museum on 
St. Lawrence Seaway land, will be 
two smaller black monoliths 
engraved with the names of the 
workers who died building the 
canal from 1918to 1932, alongwith 
those killed dredging the canal 
from 1932 to 1936. 

The effort to make Manion's 
unfulfilled promise a reality began 
in 2013, when local historian and 
former curator of the St. Catharines 
Museum Arden Phair pulled 
together as much existing data on 
the workers as he could. 

By then, the number of workers 
known to have died had grown 
from 115 to 124. 

The Standard ran a series of arti¬ 
cles on the men who died and pub¬ 
lished an online petition urging all 
levels of government to build the 
long-promised memorial. 

Following those stories, a task 
force of key stakeholders including 

McMullan (and later current Mayor 
Walter Sendzik), St. Catharines MP 
Rick Dykstra, Welland MP Malcolm 
Allen, representatives from the 
regional government and local 
unions was formed to get the 
memorial off the ground. 

At Thursday’s press conference, 
Sendzik said without Phair’s efforts 
and the stories published in the 
paper, the memorial project would 
not have reached this point. 

“What we had here is a member 
of the federal government, a mem¬ 
ber of the opposition party and a 
member of the media all working 
together toward the same goal,” 


said Dykstra. 

“It just shows you what can be 
accomplished when people come 
together.” 

The projected cost is $450,000. 
Heritage Canada has contributed 
$150,000, and during Thursday’s 
announcement Algoma Central 
Corp. pledged $25,000 to the 
project. 

The effort to raise the remaining 
money is being led by former 




Algoma CEO Greg Wright. 

The memorial is expected to be 
built in 2017, after the St. Lawrence 
Seaway completes construction on 
nearby land adjacent to the canal.
